Pathetic Scenes Are Witnessed ' at 
the Morgue—Two Men Find 
Their Wives and Chil- 
dren Victims of 
the Wreck. 


Atlantic City, N. J., October 29.—After 
@ day of unceasing effort on the part of 
the city officials, the police and many 
civilians, the total number of dead in 
the wreck of the Pennsylvania electric 
train that yesterday plunged into the 
waterway separating this city from the 
mainiand is placed at fifty-three. 

Of this number, fifty bodies have been 
taken from the wreck, and one man who 
was injured died at the city hospital. 
Then there are two victimg whose bodies 
have mot been recovered. , 

The official number of identifications 
bade at the temporary morgue and at un- 
dertaking establishments is forty-nine. 
and four bodies remain unclaimed.

The policyholders of the big mu-

Dirt as a Crime Breeder. 

Upon the plea than cleanliness is a 
preventive of crime, Chicago’s super- 
intendent of streets, Doherty, has 
induced Chief of Police Collins to re- 
tain in the same service seventy po- 
licemen whose duty it has been to 
enforce the prompt collection of 
garbage. Chicago undoubtedly needs 
crime preventives as well as a sys- 
tem of prompt punishment of the 
many criminals who are said to over- 
run the city. Here is the plea upon 
which Superintendent Doherty won 
his point: 

Crime is bred in dirt. A dirty person 
is generally a criminal. The best thing 
the police force can do it to stop people 
from being difty and in this way they 
will put a check upon crime. 

This is a pointed enunciation of an 
interesting doctrine. There are few 
things which will so materially as- 
sist in easing a guilty consciencee as 
a good bath.. Then why should not 
the same treatment prove effective in 
preventing the action which disturbs 
the peace of conscience? If cleanli- 
ness is next to godliness, then the 
absence of either must be evils from 
which the community is likely to 
suffer. According to Superintendent 
Doherty, then, why should not the 
law say to a man, “You must be 
clean, or you must rest under suspi- 
cion as a possible or probable crim- 
inal?” ss 

Arrived at that point, the police- 
man need not wait for the commis- 
sion of some disorderly conduct or 
more serious offense. The offender, 
seen upon the streets, is haled into 
court, where a charge of “dirty,” 
with various degrees, is -entered 
With the evidence 
there before him, the recorder’s find- 
ing is easy. “I sentence you to be 


.given one bath and if you come here 


again I shal] add a shave and a hair- 
cut,” he says sternly, as the offender 
is hurried off to-the bathroom which 
has been added to police headquar- 
ters as a crime-suppressor. 

According to the Chicago doctrine, 
this plan should materially reduce the 
regular cuaingang attendance and cut 
down the penitentiary rolls. Of 
course, it would be impossible to 
wash away all the dirt, so some 
crime would necessarily continue to 
exist. But if the troublesome and 
prolific mosquito can be, in part, sup- 
pressed by cleaning out his breeding 
places or pouring oil over his favor- 
ite stagnant haunts, why would it 
not be possible to get rid of a large 
proportion of the prevalent crime by 
the removal of so widely existent a 
cause? That is, of course, if the 
Chicago theory of the wash-rag will 
be found to work.

Make Cut in the High 
Freight Rates. 


The Western and Gulf Railroad Com- 
pany, which proposes jo build a Tine 8 
miles long, from Dawson, Terrell county, 
through Americus to Hawkinsville, Pu- 
laski county, was granted a charter by 
Secretary of State Philip Cook yester- 
day. The application for charter was 
filed by Crawford Wheatley, of Ameri- 
cus, who came here to secure it and 
take it home with him. 

“The construction of this new road is 
already assured,"”’ Mr. Wheatley said. 
“Work upon it will begin without délay, 
and we are going to push it to comple 
tion as rapidly as possible.

correcting many ideas of the island which 
are COmmon but erron 

‘Just because Porto Rico is in the trop- 
ics, it does not follow that there are long 
seasons of heat intolerable to Americans. 
On the contrary, there are only three 
weeks when there is no sea breeze, and 
that is the period when the trade winds 
‘are changing, In the mountains it is quite 
cold, a trip among them meaning the 
use of the same heavy clothes in the 
,daytime required by travel in the Ap- 
palachian mountains and more than dou- 
ble blankets at night, a fact which ought 
not to be ‘surprising, since the moun- 
tains rank in height with the Appalach- 
ian system. 

‘The Porto Rieans, however, do not 
build their towns in the mountains. They 
choose always valley sites and the sea 
shore, while the jow, flat buildings which 
are ‘prevalent in all these tropical islands 
are the style. which obtain ‘in Porto 
Rico, 

“My home was at Poncia, a beautiful 
town on the Caribbean sea, and the sta- 
tion just beyond tne town from which 
boats are sent out to the big ships which 
are unable to come into the shallow har- 
affords a particularly magnificent 
view, with the Caribbean sea on one 
hand, the Atlantic ocean on the other, 
and the high mountains in the back- 
ground. There is a splendid military road 
ninety miles in length which connects 
Poncia with San Juan, on the. opposite 
side of the island, and along this road are 
a succession of superb landscapes and 
seascapes, At sunset they are particular- 
ly impressive with all the brilliant light 
upon them of the gorgeous tropical sun- 
set skies. 

‘Our three-storied apartment house was 
a high one for Poncia and we, lived on 
the third floor, chovsing this on account 
of the peculiar adVantage in- being as 
far up from the street as possibile,” and 
Mrs. Leak explained the advantag® by 
declaring that ‘the. sanitary. system _in 
Porto; Rico has been much improved, 
however, since the béginring~ of the! 
American occupation.”’ 

“Our home leoked out upon the) 
‘plaza.’ she, said, ‘‘which, like all the 
Spanish towns on these tropical islands, 
has a church facing upon it and also a 
theater.’’ and she showed pictures of the 
plaza, which included, too, a band pa- 


y

own island have made Corsica too hot

ter class of Spaniards were, most of 
them, unwilling to remain under Ameri- 
ean rule and left Porto Rico after the 
Spanish-American war. 

“The Americans in Poncia have made 
themselves quite at home,’’ said Mrs. 
‘Leak, “and one instance of this fact 
‘Hes in the successful venture there of a 
'woman’s club and of an American s0- 
elety, one of the chief-ends of the latter 
being the promotion of the principal in- 
dustry of the Porto Rican women—that-of 
drawn-work, or lace making. 

“The Porto Ricans, like the people of 
most of the tropic isles, are not naturally 
inclined to be industrious, and the Porto 
Rican women have the popular ‘Dolce 
Far Niente’ characteristic, but they are 
capable of doing beautiful handwork, 
and it is the special mission of 
this American society I mentioned to en- 
courage this industry and to put the Por- 
to Rican women in the way of securing 
the best results from it. 

‘I am eager to do my part towards 
putting this industry before the Ameri- 
can people, and with this idea in view I 
have brought with me quite a collection 
of samples, the distinguishing feature 
of which is ‘perfolada.’ This perfolada 
is called drawn-work,’ but it differs ma.- 
terially from the Mexican drawn-work,”™ 
and Mrs. Leak unpacked, then, some of 
her representative specimens. 

Ig proved from her display that perfola- 
da might better be described as hand- 
made lace than drawn-work, although 
the latter characteristic enters into it. 
Its ‘mesh is close ang its weight is about 
that of Irish crochet. Its designs are to 
order, and the variety shown by Mrs. 
Leak includes any pattern from a con- 
ventional rose in bloom ‘with equally con- 
ventional border ‘to a cock-fight design 
which was probably a purely and typic- 
ally Porto Rican inspiration. 

The lace has been put to most practical 
use in this collection, which includes 
Shirtwaist patterns with cuffs and col- 
lars or Dutch neck bands, shirtwaist 
suit patterns, baby dresses, children's 
dresses, combing _ jackets, luncheon 
cloths, center-pieces, etc. Some of the 
shirtwaist patterns are in colors, and 
the eolored linen threads from the waist 
linen have been drawn into lace, mak- 
ing a particularly rich and unusual ef- 
fect. An important circumstance is that 
the finish of the work is smooth and 
perfect, and that all the colored’ waists 
hate been laundereq without 
the dyes.
